The  Newest  Theta  College 


COLORADO  COLLEGE,  the  oldest  institution 
of  higher  education  in  the  state,  was 
founded  in  1874  at  Colorado  Springs.  In 
these  early  years,  while  Colorado  was  still  a 
territory,  the  Congregational  denomination, 
so  famous  for  building  colleges,  gave  its  sanc¬ 
tion  and  help  to  this  college  established  on  a 
broad  Christian  foundation.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  no  denominational  control  for 
this  privately  controlled  co-educational  col¬ 
lege. 

The  college  is  a  delightful  small  college, 
with  its  enrollment  limited  to  one  thousand 
and  its  entering  class  to  three  hundred.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  ending  June,  1931,  there  were 
six-hundred-forty-seven  students;  three-hun¬ 
dred-forty-nine,  men;  two-hundred-ninety- 
eight,  women. 

The  sixteen  buildings  owned  by  the  col¬ 
lege  are  beautifully  situated  on  a  fifty  acre

campus — one  of  the  outstanding  buildings 
from  an  architectural  point  of  view  is  the 
stately  Shove  Memorial  chapel,  dedicated  No¬ 
vember  1931.  The  property  and  equipment  is 
valued  at  $1,495,000,  and  the  college  has  an 
endowment  of  $2,475,000. 

In  an  outline  of  the  new  college  plan  at 
Colorado  college,  President  C.  C.  Mierow 
says:  “Colorado  college  has  long  enjoyed  the 
reputation  of  being  one  of  the  leading  liberal 
arts  colleges  of  its  type  in  America.  But  we 
are  now  living  in  what  is  perhaps  the  most 
rapidly  changing  period  in  history  as  regards 
the  theory  and  practice  of  education ;  and  no 
school  or  college,  however  distinguished  its 
past,  can  afford  to  rest  on  its  laurels.  In  order 
to  vindicate  anew  its  claim  to  leadership, 
Colorado  college  must  make  its  own  contri¬ 
bution  to  American  educational  readjustment. 

“It  was,  therefore,  on  the  basis  of  such 
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considerations  and  with  the  purpose  of  rede¬ 
fining  the  legitimate  objectives  of  the  liberal 
arts  college  and  of  estimating  the  extent  to 
which  Colorado  college  has  attained  its  ideals, 
that  the  Board  of  trustees  approximately  a 
year  ago  invited  Dr  Henry  Suzzallo,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Carnegie  foundation  for  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  teaching,  and  Chancellor  Sam¬ 
uel  Paul  Capen  of  the  University  of  Buffalo, 
to  conduct  a  survey  for  the  college.  At  their 
suggestion,  the  trustees  authorized  the  faculty 
of  the  college  to  undertake  a  self-survey  of 
the  situation  under  the  expert  guidance  and 
advice  of  this  official  Policy  advisory  com¬ 
mittee. 

"In  consequence  of  the  information  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  self-survey  and  in  accordance 
with  the  advice  of  the  Policy  advisory  com¬ 
mittee,  a  number  of  changes  were  recom- 

Looking 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  has  a  fine  new 
chapter  in  Colorado  college  called  Beta 
Omega.  Until  September  3  this  Theta  baby 
was  known  as  Contemporary  club  with  a  well 
established  reputation  and  a  worthy  alumnae 
group.  A  short  resume  of  its  history  gives 
us  a  picture  of  its  desirability. 

The  local  club  was  organized  in  1899 
by  a  small  group  of  girls  who  first  called 
themselves  the  Ten-pins.  Later,  of  course, 
they  became  the  Contemporary  club.  One  of 
the  charter  members  became  a  Theta  in  Sep¬ 
tember  with  the  rest  of  the  charter  members 
of  Beta  Omega. 

Through  the  years  the  club  has  flourished 
— and  always  has  stood  for  high  scholarship. 
When  Contemporary  became  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  it  had  500  alumnae,  350  of  whom  had 
degrees  from  Colorado  college.  Among  their 
alumnae  are  many  members  wearing  the  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  key.  On  their  list  they  have 
seven  Deans  of  women  of  different  colleges 
scattered  over  the  country.  In  fact  the  Dean 
of  women  at  their  own  Colorado  college  is 
a  Contemporary. 

The  alumnae  were  organized  and  had  an¬ 
nual  meetings  in  Colorado  Springs.  Every 
two  years  they  put  out  a  bulletin  giving  a 


mended  by  the  faculty  of  Colorado  college 
and  were  formally  ratified  by  vote  of  the 
Board  of  trustees." 

Among  these  changes  was  action  on  na¬ 
tional  women’s  fraternities.  February  1,  1932, 
the  four  societies  organized  for  years  were 
allowed  to  petition  nationals.  Delta  Gamma 
was  first  to  grant  a  charter,  to  Minerva.  At 
the  two  national  conventions  of  Kappa  Kappa 
Gamma  and  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  in  June, 
charters  were  granted  to  Hypatia  and  Con¬ 
temporary  club,  respectively.  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  installed  Contemporary  club  as  its  Beta 
Omega  chapter  September  1-3. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  policy  of  our  fra¬ 
ternity  will  fit  in  with  the  fine  spirit  of  the 
new  plan  now  in  use  at  Colorado  college.

The  last 
one  issued  1927-29  told,  among  other  things, 
that  the  Contemporary  club  had  won  the 
right  to  keep  the  Skelton  painting  in  their 
club  house,  that  this  made  the  fifth  consecu¬ 
tive  year  that  Contemporary  club  had  taken 
the  scholarship  honors  on  campus! 

The  present  group  on  campus  are  keep¬ 
ing  up  the  old  reputation.  They  are  still 
winning  scholarship  honors  as  well  as  hold¬ 
ing  many  important  campus  offices.  Last  year 
in  their  group  were  two  Phi  Beta  Kappas, 
the  president  of  W.A.A.,  president  of  Tick- 
nor  hall,  secretary  of  Associated  women  stu¬ 
dents,  Tiger  club  secretary,  treasurer  of  As¬ 
sociated  women  students,  Tiger  club  treas¬ 
urer,  head  of  archery,  lead  in  college  play, 
as  well  as  the  Perkins  scholarship  for  the 
highest  average  in  Colorado  college  for 
freshman  and  sophomore  years. 

In  addition  to  this  inspiring  list  of 
honors  and  activities  they  hold,  they  are  a 
charming  group  of  young  girls  that  every  one 
of  you  would  like  to  meet  and  know  better. 
They  are  now  working  to  keep  up  their  old 
reputation  and  add  new  laurels  for  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta.

Initiated  into  Beta  Omega  at  installation, 
September  1-3,  were  forty  alumnae  of 
Contemporary  club  and  sixteen  members  who 
were  active  at  the  time  the  charter  was 
granted.  Alumnae  came  to  Colorado  Springs 
from  distant  places  to  become  charter  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  new  chapter — Elizabeth  Sutton 
Brown  and  Lillian  Dcgenfelder,  California; 
Harriet  Mason  and  Mary  K.  Leonard,  New 
York ;  Sharley  Kathleen  Pike,  Missouri ;  Dor- 
liska  C.  Hannan,  South  Dakota;  Marguerite 
Knutson  Graham,  New  Mexico;  and  from 
Wyoming  Esther  Rockafield.  There  were 
twenty-one  alumnae  charter  members  from 
Colorado  outside  of  Colorado  Springs. 

Among  the  Contemporary  alumnae  ini¬ 
tiates  into  Theta  were  two  Deans  of  women: 
Gladys  C.  Bell  of  Denver  university  and 
Sharley  Kathleen  Pike,  Northwest  Missouri 
state  teachers  college  at  Maryville,  Missouri. 
Miss  Clare  McCoy  another  initiate  was  a 


charter  member  of  Contemporary. 

Each  chapter  in  District  V  was  repre¬ 
sented  by  one  or  more  delegates.  Kathleen 
Asher  was  here  from  Kappa;  Patricia  Stewart 
from  Alpha  Upsilon;  Lura  Lou  Wallace 
from  Rho;  Eloise  Griffin,  Ida  Marie  Lorang 
and  Maxine  Hartner  from  Beta  Iota;  Beth 
Mitton,  Dorothy  Evans,  Katherine  Clayton, 
Betty  Portner,  Helen  Prout,  and  Marie  Han- 
field  from  Beta  Gamma.  Alpha  Mu  did  not 
send  a  delegate  but  was  represented  quite 
adequately  by  having  two  of  its  alumnae 
among  the  installing  officers,  Mrs  Wright 
and  Mrs  Carroll 

Additional  Thetas  from  Boulder  and  the 
state  came  to  Colorado  Springs  for  the  for¬ 
mal  banquet  Saturday  night.  Denver  alum¬ 
nae  chapter  was  represented  by  about  twenty- 
five  members  who  came  at  different  times  for 
the  installation  services  and  social  functions.

Theta,  Katherine  Merrin  (Mrs  Donald), 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  and  Mamie  Johnson, 
Alpha  Delta  Pi  have  given  to  Spokane, 
Washington,  an  organized  Panhellenic  affili¬ 
ated  with  National  Panhellenic.  Through 
contact  with  representatives  in  town  of  every 
national  fraternity  the  first  meeting  gathered 
to  draft  a  constitution  and  adopt  rules. 

The  rules  concern  rushing  by  alumnae  in 
Spokane  and  provide  a  limit  of  two  parties 
for  each  fraternity;  parties  scheduled  with 


secretary  of  Panhellenic  to  do  away  with 
conflicts;  time  limit  set  to  overcome  last 
minute  rushing;  no  newspaper  publicity,  ex¬ 
cept  notices  given  out  by  the  secretary  of 
Panhellenic;  a  yearly  meeting  in  May.

WAS  it  the  smallness  of  the  crowd,  or  the 
perfect  isolation  and  centralization  of 
the  Stanley  hotel,  or  the  eager  efficiency  of 
the  hostesses,  that  made  this  convention 
memorable  for  its  intimacy  and  friendly  in¬ 
formality  ?  Whatever  the  cause  it  was  a  con¬ 
vention  where  Theta  spirit  was  always  in 
evidence. 

"Carrying  on"  was  the  slogan;  and  the 
program  was  concerned  with  how  Theta 
ideals  were  carrying  on  the  aims  and  ends  of 
education,  and  how  they  could  be  better 
adapted  to  present  college  conditions. 

The  keynote  was  set  by  Mrs  Banta,  in  her 
presidential  address,  from  which  we  quote 
a  few  sentences. 

"To  my  mind  the  time  has  definitely 
come  for  the  Greek  world  to  prove  its  worth¬ 
whileness.  Unless  we  are  going  to  make  our¬ 
selves  indispensable  factors  in  the  academic 
scheme,  we  stand  in  danger  of  being  classed 
as  ‘social  luxuries.’  .  .  .  We  have  been  ad¬ 
vised  to  step  up  our  programs  from  a  scho¬ 
lastic  standpoint,  to  stress  more  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  peronalities,  and  to  prepare  such 
extensive  programs  that  our  value  cannot  be 
doubted.  .  .  . 

"It  means  that  you  must  give  the  future 
immediate  attention,  first,  in  terms  of  care¬ 
ful  thought,  and  second,  in  terms  of  effective 
action.  .  .  . 

"Already  we  have  started  to  answer  the 
challenge  to  fortify  ourselves  for  the  future. 
More  application  to  the  intellectual  work  in 
the  chapters  is  being  stressed  by  the  Inter- 
fraternity  conference  and  the  National  Pan- 
hellenic.  .  .  . 

"The  development  of  personality  is  be¬ 
ing  handled  with  earnest  attention.  Are  we 
not  trying  to  get  away  from  the  stereotyped 
membership  to  foster  the  all-around  girl? 
Further,  we  stand  ready  and  willing  to  con¬ 
sider  our  problem — to  intensify  our  pro¬ 
grams.  We  are  deeply  interested  in  fitting 
into  the  program  of  the  university  itself.  .  .  . 
"Let  us  be  young  together,  savoring  the 


sweetness  of  comradeship  and  mutual  en¬ 
deavor.  .  .  .  Let  us,  in  maturity,  enjoy  to¬ 
gether  our  widening  circle  of  friendships, 
and  by  our  concerted  efforts  safeguard  the 
stability  of  our  chapters,  and  through  our 
support  enlarge  the  usefulness  of  our  na¬ 
tional  projects.  ...  Let  us  grow  old  together, 
uplifted  by  the  consciousness  of  younger 
hands  that  will  carry  our  banner  on  to 
greater  heights  of  idealism  and  service." 

Beside  refreshing  ourselves  and  gaining 
new  courage  to  face  the  day’s  problems 
through  innumerable  conferences  on  prob¬ 
lems,  ideas,  and  plans,  what  concrete  things 
did  we  do  at  convention? 

First,  and  most  important,  convention 
adopted  the  plan  of  a  life  membership  in  the 
fraternity  to  be  secured  through  an  increased 
national  initiation  fee,  with  a  proviso  for 
such  privilege  to  be  opened  to  all  now  ini¬ 
tiated  through  a  bargain  rate.  Thus  Theta 
will  do  away  with  the  perennial  bug-bear  of 
national  dues,  and,  as  Mrs  Grasett  so  clearly 
showed  by  her  charts,  soon  be  provided  with 
money  to  carry  forward  any  plan  it  finds 
commendable,  or,  to  adopt  any  or  all  of  the 
newer  methods  now  becoming  popular  in 
the  fraternity  world.  [A  great  compliment 
convention  gave  the  Grand  council,  when  it 
left  to  its  wisdom  and  discretion  the  work¬ 
ing  out  of  the  plan’s  details  and  the  decision 
as  to  when  the  plan  should  become  operative 
— not  until  good  times  return  to  the  world, 
Council  assured  convention.]  We  dare  to 
prophesy  that  history  will  call  this  convention 
the  "life  membership  convention,"  and  rank 
it  with  the  conventions  of  1891,  1903,  and 
1917,  as  forward  milestones  in  the  frater¬ 
nity’s  financial  development. 

And  what  are  some  of  the  newer  things 
that  this  plan  will  provide  funds  to  translate 
from  dreams  to  realities?  Chapter  co-organ¬ 
izers;  traveling  secretaries;  adequate  clerical 
help  for  every  officer;  enlarged  central  of¬ 
fice  ;  a  better  magazine ;  increase  in  the  Loan 
and  fellowship  fund,  so  no  application  for 
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a  loan  need  ever  be  refused  for  lack  of 
funds;  establishment  of  a  working  scholar’s 
library  in  every  chapter  house;  the  making 
of  every  chapter  house  adequate  physically, 
comfortable  and  artistic  as  to  furnishings,  a 
center  of  cultural  living — those  are  some  of 
the  more  outstanding  demands  today.  What 
the  future  will  add  we  can  not  prophesy — 
but  once  the  plan  becomes  a  fact,  the  money 
will  be  at  hand  for  each  demand  as  it  arises. 

Convention  decided  to  extend  its  influ¬ 
ence  by  chartering  Contemporary  club  at 
Colorado  college,  which  became  Beta  Omega 
chapter  two  months  later,  as  told  elsewhere 
in  this  issue.  It  also  approved  continued 
“watching”  of  several  colleges,  and  at¬ 
tempted  colonization  on  one  campus. 

The  presence  of  Bettie  Locke  Hamilton, 
Founder,  who  charmed  all  in  private  con¬ 


versation  and  delighted  all  by  her  talks  in 
sessions  and  at  the  banquet,  will  remain  a 
cherished  experience  for  every  Theta. 

The  delightful  talk  by  Erma  Wohlen- 
berg  Fox  on  her  experiences  in  Russia,  where 
her  engineering  husband  is  building  great 
plants  for  the  Soviet;  Mrs  Neiswanger’s 
psychological  interpretation  of  fraternity 
values;  Hazel  Struble’s  leadership  of  the 
music;  Helen  Waldo’s  cleverness  as  a  toast- 
mistress;  Jessie  Lebrecht’s  serene  and  sane 
contributions  to  all  problems  and  her  fine  talk 
on  Loyalty;  Mrs  Plowman’s  delightful  pres¬ 
entation  of  her  play,  The  elegant  gown; 
Martha  Huffman’s  quiet,  effective  manage¬ 
ment  and  her  humorous  success  in  handling 
every  contingency — these  are  some  of  the 
things  that  always  come  to  mind  when  our 
thoughts  turn  back  to  the  days  at  Estes. 


Inventory  of  Chapter  Finances 


The  fiscal  year  for  Theta  chapters  ends 
the  last  of  June.  The  first  of  July  I  was 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  all  business  con¬ 
cerns  were  taking  stock.  That  gave  me  the 
idea  that  it  might  be  of  interest  to  have  an 
inventory  of  chapter  finances  and  see  how 
chapters  were  standing  the  depression.  The 
results  were  amazingly  good.  Nearly  all  the 
entries  were  on  the  asset  side  of  the  ledger. 
We  certainly  had  a  plus  inventory! 

At  that  time  there  were  sixty-two  chapters 
located  “from  coast  to  coast  and  from  North 
to  Southland.”  According  to  the  chapters, 
each  one  was  in  the  hardest  hit  section  of 
the  country.  Forty  of  these  operated  houses 
with  commissaries.  Twelve  had  houses  or 
lodges,  where  they  served  only  occasional 
meals.  The  remaining  ten  had  rooms  or 
lodges  for  meetings. 

The  first  entry  on  the  asset  side  was  that 
fifty-nine  of  these  sixty-two  chapters  ended 
the  year  with  satisfactory  balances.  On  the 
other  side  were  three  chapters  that  had  defi¬ 
cits.  Two  of  these  called  on  the  fraternity  for 
loans  to  tide  them  over.  The  other  borrowed 
from  its  alumnae  to  pay  the  summer  rent. 
The  two  who  had  to  resort  to  loans  from  the 


fraternity  were  in  widely  separated  sections 
of  the  country.  Neither  of  these  had  suffered 
directly  from  bank  failures  but  most  of  their 
members  had.  In  consequence,  each  group 
had  a  long  list  of  delinquent  members. 

Four  other  chapters  lost  money  in  bank 
failures.  In  spite  of  this  discouragement  they 
cut  expenses  and  so  managed  their  resources 
that  they  closed  the  year  with  a  balance.  All 
of  these  are  either  being  paid  their  losses  or 
are  expecting  to  be  soon. 

All  the  chapters  have  good  credit  rating 
in  the  towns  where  they  are  located.  All 
those  who  own  their  houses  have  good  plans 
of  financing  them  and  have  met  all  payments 
promptly. 

This  good  inventory  has  not  made  the 
chapters  foolishly  optimistic.  They  are  ex¬ 
pecting  a  hard  year  now  and  are  making 
their  plans  accordingly.  The  new  budgets  are 
coming  in  showing  reduced  rates  to  mem¬ 
bers  and  all  unnecessary  expenses  eliminated. 
I  feel  sure  this  year  will  bring  another  satis¬ 
factory  inventory  and  that  our  chapters  will 
have  conquered  the  depression.

Every  Theta  has  her 
starry  kite;  every 
Theta  has  gold-hearted 
pansies,  but,  how  many 
Thetas  have  a  cattle-ranch 
all  their  own,  and  not  only 
that,  but  "Mr”  Prince  of 
Wales  for  a  neighbor? 

Not  so  many  years  ago 
a  brown-eyed  Susan  of  a 
girl-baby  opened  her  eyes  in  a  large  rambling 
ranch-home,  known  far  and  wide  as  the 
"Rocking  P.”  Immediately  the  fairies  ar¬ 
rived  to  scatter  their  gifts  over  this  baby’s 
cradle.  Fortunate  was  she  that  the  wicked 
witch  who  arrives  at  most  cradles  to  add  her 
modicum  of  selfishness  and  pettiness  to  the 
sweet  and  gentle  fairies’  blessings  was  laid 
up  with  rheumatism  and  was  unable  to  visit 
her.  The  benevolent  fairies  scattering  their 
blessings  bestowed  their  gifts  and  departed. 

Maxine  Macleay,  for  this  was  the  brown¬ 
eyed  Susan’s  real  name,  proved  that  "Mr 
Stork”  had  made  no  mistake  in  leaving  her 
on  a  ranch,  for  almost  as  soon  as  she  could 
toddle,  she  was  peeking  through  the  bars  of 
the  corrals  at  the  many  thoroughbred  horses 
and  cattle.  Just  looking  didn’t  satisfy  her,  and 
so,  at  the  great  age  of  two  she  had  her  first 
horseback  ride  perched  up  behind  her  sister 
on  a  cow-pony. 

This  "Rocking  P”  ranch  where  Maxine 
lives  is  situated  at  High  River,  Alberta,  and 
is  one  of  the  largest  in  Western  Canada, 
covering  over  thirty  thousand  acres  of  deeded 
land  and  countless  others  leased  for  grazing. 
It  is  the  cynosure  for  cattlemen  practically 
the  whole  world  over,  in  view  of  the  efficient 


manner  in  which  it  is  run,  and  the  superior 
grade  of  cattle  that  cover  the  range. 

The  Macleay  home,  a  large  rambling 
structure,  nestles  among  the  foothills.  A  back¬ 
ground  of  trees  form  a  perfect  setting  and 
back  of  it  all  are  the  majestic  snow-capped 
mountains.  Their  present  home  is  the  orig¬ 
inal  homestead  enlarged  and  altered  slightly 
as  the  years  passed  over  it,  but  it  still  stands 
as  the  "hub”  of  a  greater  wheel  of  activity. 

About  eight  miles  northwest  of  the 
"Rocking  P”  lies  the  Prince  of  Wales  ranch. 
During  his  sojourn  there  the  Prince  always 
finds  the  time  to  visit  his  neighbors,  especially 
those  on  the  Macleay  homestead.  Often  he 
may  be  found  there  hunting  over  the  range, 
or,  after  such  strenuous  sport,  partaking  of 
tempting  refreshments  with  the  Macleay 
family,  on  the  wide  verandah  of  their  home, 
Mrs  Macleay  as  charming  a  hostess  as  could 
be  found  anywhere. 

Maxine’s  early  education  was  entrusted  to 
a  private  governess.  As  she  grew  older  four 
years  were  spent  in  school  in  Calgary,  Al¬ 
berta,  and  one  in  school  at  Berkeley,  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Life  on  the  ranch  was  a  glamorous, 
thrilling  experience  and  the  holidays  were 
spent  either  on  it  or  in  its  vicinity.  Maxine 
and  her  sister  took  an  eager,  active  part  in 
ranch  life.  Each  summer  there  was  a  pack 
trip  into  the  Livingstone  mountain  range, 
not  far  distant  from  the  "Rocking  P”  ranch. 

When  Maxine  had  completed  her  last  year 
in  high  school  and  saw  almost  three  months 
of  holidays  ahead  in  which  to  do  as  she 
pleased,  she  decided  to  become  a  "Rancher¬ 
ette”  on  her  own,  and  purchased  a  half-sec¬ 
tion  of  land  and  over  one  hundred  head  of 
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cattle.  There  was  plenty  of  fun,  but  also  a 
great  deal  of  work  and  responsibility,  but 
she  organized  and  ran  her  "lay-out”  very 
competently,  and  with  little  assistance  from 
those  on  the  "Rocking  P.” 

As  the  summer  drew  to  a  close,  this  young

new  fields  to  conquer  for  awhile  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity  of  High  river,  turned  her  merry  eyes 
in  a  northerly  direction,  to  Edmonton,  and 
to  the  university  situated  there.  Up  she  came, 
registered  and  settled  in  good  old  Pembina 
hall. 

The  question  of  enrollment  had  been  no 
problem  for  Maxine.

An  Iota  Theta  Broadcasts 


"Every  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  at  this  hour  the 
New  York  State  College  of 
home  economics  brings  De¬ 
borah  Domecon  to  you  in 
some  phase  of  homemak¬ 
ing.  — Today  Debby  and 
her  husband,  Bill,  are  en¬ 
joying  the  half  hour  after 
lunch  before  Bill  returns  to  work."  Then  if 
you  are  watching  the  announcer  at  the  Cor¬ 
nell  university  radio  station  WESG,  you  see 
him  touch  a  little  key,  and  smile  in  the 
direction  of  two  students  who  are  standing 
before  another  microphone.  Immediately  they 
begin  a  conversation,  and  as  simply  as  that 
Debby  Domecon  is  on  the  air  for  another 
ten  minute  message  to  homemakers. 

Outside  of  the  broadcasting  studio  Deb¬ 
by  is  known  as  Harriet  McNinch,  president 
of  Iota  chapter,  and  now  a  senior  in  Home 
economics  at  Cornell.  Her  "husband"  is  a 
student  in  Hotel  management,  while  her 
young  son,  who  furnishes  inspiration  for 
many  talks  for  mothers,  has  still  to  make  his 
radio  debut.  The  remainder  of  the  situa¬ 
tions  for  discussion  are  furnished  by  various 
neighbors,  friends,  and  relatives,  imperson¬ 
ated  by  other  students  in  the  two  colleges. 

Debby  feels  that  eight  months  of  broad¬ 
casting  have  been  a  really  profitable  experi¬ 
ence,  for  there  is  a  lot  that  you  can  learn 
about  the  eccentricities  of  the  radio  in  that 
time.  After  the  first  novelty  of  the  "invisable 
audience"  wears  off,  there  are  a  number  of 
surprises  in  store.  First  of  all,  your  voice 
doesn’t  necessarily  sound  like  your  own,  as 
a  phonograph  reproduction  will  prove.  Then 
there  is  likely  to  be  great  difficulty  in  making 


a  dialogue  between  two  or  three  girls  sound 
like  more  than  one  person  talking.  It  means 
careful  work  on  inflections  and  tempos,  and 
even  then  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  two 
microphones  to  get  a  satisfactory  result. 

Four  girls  besides  Debby  appeared  on 
these  programs  at  different  times — girls 
whose  voices  sound  anything  but  similar 
when  you  are  talking  with  them.  Yet  the 
microphone  seems  to  be  a  neutralizing  me¬ 
dium  before  which  it  is  the  natural  thing  to 
assume  the  speech  characteristics  of  the  per¬ 
son  who  has  last  spoken.  When  Debby  and 
her  "husband"  were  on  the  air  they  had 
much  less  difficulty,  for  their  greatest  trouble 
was  in  keeping  their  voices  in  a  conversa¬ 
tional  tone.  It  is  just  a  little  bit  hard,  when 
you  are  reading  subject  matter  conversation 
from  papers  clipped  to  squares  of  cardboard, 
to  sound  quite  as  casual  and  interested  as  in 
real  life. 

But  there  is  no  way  to  get  around  this 
handicap,  because  it  would  be  far  too  great 
a  risk  to  depend  on  extemporaneous  dia¬ 
logue,  even  when  the  participants  are  more 
than  familiar  with  their  subject.  The  card¬ 
boards  are  necessary,  too,  for  the  tiniest  rus¬ 
tling  of  paper  or  the  vaguest  whisper  is  sure 
to  be  heard  in  homes  many  miles  away.  It’s 
a  lot  of  fun  just  to  watch  the  technician  in 
the  room  next  to  the  studio  as  he  manipu¬ 
lates  the  dials  which  increase  or  diminish 
volume  and  do  a  hundred  other  things  far 
too  intricate  to  be  understood  by  the  lay¬ 
man. 

The  Debby  Domecon  talks  were  written 
by  a  woman  with  a  great  deal  of  literary 
experience.  Their  purpose  was  to  bring  valu¬ 
able  and  useful  information  to  the  home- 
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makers  of  New  York  state  and  the  surround¬ 
ing  districts.  All  storts  of  topics  were  in¬ 
cluded  in  an  effort  to  touch  upon  something 
of  interest  to  people  in  different  situations. 
A  resume  of  the  material  presented  would 
list  foods,  nutrition,  clothing  and  fashion, 
home  furnishing,  and  child  guidance,  not  to 
mention  additional  subjects  of  seasonal  or 
special  interest.  At  the  end  of  each  of  these 
broadcasts  a  bulletin  related  to  the  topic  just 


discussed  was  offered  free  for  the  asking  to 
anyone  who  was  interested. 

All  in  all,  Debby  says  it  has  been  a  grand 
experience,  and  one  that  has  had  its  bits 
of  excitement,  too.  Incidentally,  it  has  been 
the  sort  of  experience  that  helps  financially, 
and  in  these  days  that  is  an  advantage  not  to 
be  overlooked.  But  best  of  all,  according  to 
Debby,  is  the  fun  you  get  from  saying  to  the 
other  girls,  "When  I  was  on  the  air  today."

Fellowship  Announcement 

The  third  fellowship  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  known  as  the  Bettie 
Tipton  Lindsey  social  service  fellowship  is  to  be  awarded  to  a  candidate 
who  will  pursue  graduate  or  research  work  in  subjects  pertaining  to  the 
advancement  of  women  and  children.  Applicants  in  the  field  of  economics 
or  social  service  will  be  given  the  preference,  though  applicants  whose  con¬ 
tact  with  women  and  children  is  in  other  fields  will  be  considered. 

This  fellowship  will  be  awarded  in  January,  1934,  for  the  year  1934-35. 
The  amount  is  $1,200  payable  in  three  instalments,  the  first  payment  to  be 
$600,  the  second  and  third  $300  each. 

General  Requirements 

The  fellowship  is  open  to  members  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  The  applicant  must 
be  a  college  graduate,  must  have  proved  her  ability  in  initiative  and  research  and 
had  at  least  one  year’s  graduate  study  or  experience  in  the  work  to  be  pursued. 

The  acceptance  of  the  fellowship  implies  the  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Fellow 
to  devote  herself  exclusively  to  study  or  research  as  outlined  in  her  application ;  to 
submit  any  proposed  change  in  her  plan  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  fel¬ 
lowships  for  approval;  and  to  send  to  the  chairman  a  quarterly  report  on  her  work. 
The  period  of  time  for  research  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  months  and  not  more  than 
one  year.  The  committe  regards  the  acceptance  of  a  fellowship  as  creating  a  contract 
requiring  the  fulfillment  of  these  conditions. 

Directions  For  Applying  For  Fellowship 

Application  must  be  received  not  later  than  October  1,  1933.  It  should  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  following: 

1.  A  certificate  from  the  registrar  of  the  college  or  university  awarding  the  degree 
or  degrees  received  by  the  applicant. 

2.  Testimonials  as  to  health,  character,  personality,  ability  and  scholarship  of  the 
applicant.  One  such  testimonial  shall  come  from  a  District  president  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta. 

3.  Copies  of  any  published  articles. 

4.  An  outline  of  the  subject  to  be  studied. 

The  committee  reserves  the  right  to  withhold  award  if  no  suitable  candidate 
presents  herself.

In  the  final  round  she  took  two  sets  from 
Miss  Josephine  Cruickshank,  of  Santa  Ana, 
California,  6-4,  6-3.  She  also  won  the  bowl 
in  1928  and  1929.  Steady  Miss  Cruickshank’s 
deep  driving  forehand  attack  forced  Helen 
to  cover  a  great  deal  of  ground,  but  she  was 
quite  capable  of  doing  it.  There  was  little 
doubt  at  any  time  of  the  outcome.  The  New 
York  Herald  Tribune  of  July  31  summarizes 
the  match  as  follows: 

"Miss  Jacobs  began  a  run  of  early  suc¬ 
cesses  which  promised  to  make  the  match  a 


one-sided  affair.  She  won  her  first  game  at 
service  with  the  loss  of  only  one  point.  Then 
she  broke  Miss  Cruickshank’s  offerings  at 
love,  and  went  to  3-0  with  the  loss  of  only 
two  more  points.  Miss  Cruickshank  rallied, 
and  her  base-line  driving  took  the  fourth 
game. 

"Miss  Jacobs  took  her  service  game  and 
broke  through  Miss  Cruickshank’s  in  the 
sixth  game  for  a  5-1  lead.  Miss  Cruickshank 
had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  prolong  the 
sixth  game,  but  when  presented  with  an  easy 
kill  at  the  net  she  drove  it  into  the  cords. 
Perhaps  that  error  spurred  her  to  better  ten¬ 
nis,  for  immediately  thereafter  she  began  to 
chase  the  country’s  second  ranking  woman 
playing  back  and  forth  at  the  baseline.  With 
unerring  accuracy  she  kept  her  low,  net- 
skimming  drives  inches  short  of  the  base¬ 
line  and  Miss  Jacobs  experienced  a  streak 
of  long  hitting  to  lose  the  seventh  game,  in 
which  her  service  was  broken. 

"Miss  Cruickshank,  on  her  own  turn, 
went  to  thirty-all  and  then  whipped  over  two 
services  which  Miss  Jacobs  was  lucky  to  re¬ 
turn  weakly  to  the  net.  She  broke  Miss  Ja¬ 
cobs  service  again  in  the  ninth  game,  pep¬ 
pering  the  baseline  with  cross  court  shots  to 
the  Berkeley  girl’s  backhand  or  maneuvering 
for  placements.  Storming  along  at  a  rate 
which  threatened  to  cut  down  Miss  Jacob’s 
lead  Miss  Cruickshank  held  game  point  once 
in  the  tenth,  and  sent  the  score  to  deuce 
three  times  before  she  relinquished  the  set. 
She  double-faulted  for  the  deciding  point. 

"Coming  up  for  the  second  set  with  more 
reserve  strength  than  her  opponent,  Miss 
Cruickshank  drove  through  Miss  Jacobs  first 
service  game  for  a  1-0  lead.  That  was  her  last 
success,  however,  and  she  never  held  the  lead 
thereafter.  Her  service  was  broken  in  the 
second  game,  and  Miss  Jacobs  struck  her 
most  effective  session  in  the  third,  putting 
over  three  aces.  They  went  to  2-all  and  3-all, 
and  Miss  Jacobs  ran  out  the  set  and  match. 
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“The  eighth  game  went  to  deuce  three 
times  before  Miss  Jacobs  put  over  a  nice  side¬ 
line  placement  and  forced  a  Cruickshank  net, 
and  the  ninth  game  brought  out  another  fine 
bit  of  serving  for  Miss  Jacobs,  including 
three  more  hard-driven  aces  and  a  placement 
to  the  corner.” 

About  a  month  later,  at  the  end  of  Au¬ 
gust,  Helen  won  the  United  States  Women’s 
National  lawn-tennis  championship,  at  For¬ 
est  Hills,  Long  Island.  It  took  her  just  thirty- 
one  minutes  to  defeat  Carolyn  Babcock  in 
the  finals,  in  a  6-2,  6-2  victory.  With  the 
score  at  3-2  in  the  first  set,  Helen  broke 
through  Miss  Babcock’s  service  and  ran  out

“Now  that  business  is  starting  on  the  up¬ 
grade  and  every  one  is  beginning  to  be  hap¬ 
py  again,  I  want  to  tell  you  of  the  progress 
Panhellenic  (your  own  club)  is  making. 

“Panhellenic  rentals  have  been  reduced 
to  meet  the  new  purchasing  value  of  the  dol¬ 
lar.  Rentals  now  begin  at  $10  weekly  and 
$2  daily,  for  both  fraternity  and  non-frater¬ 
nity  women.  A  floor  has  been  reserved  for 
young  fraternity  girls  where  double  rooms 
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the  set.  In  the  second  set,  Helen  broke 
through  Miss  Babcock’s  second  service  to 
take  a  3-1  lead.

They  defeated  Mrs 
Marjorie  Morrill  Painter  and  Alice  Marble, 
8-6,  6-1.

Within  a  short  time  after  our  arrival  at 
Lake  Geneva  at  various  hours  of  the 
day  and  night,  twelve  Thetas  were  looking 
individually,  and  later  in  small,  organized, 
and  determined  groups,  for  wearers  of  kites.

Since  we  are 
the  only  Thetas  in  this  section  of  the  Near 
East  we  thought  it  might  be  interesting  for 
you  to  know  how  we  met  and  how  much 
Theta  sisterhood  has  meant  to  us. 

This  is  my  third  year  of  teaching  in  the 
American  Community  school,  a  private 
school  for  the  children  of  the  faculty  of  the 
American  university.  Upon  returning  from 
the  usual  vacation  trip  to  Europe  last  sum¬ 
mer,  I  spent  a  few  days  in  the  Lebanon 
mountains  before  the  opening  of  school. 
There  I  met  a  newcomer,  Theodora  Reeve, 
who  was  to  be  the  new  kindergarten  teach¬ 
er.  Before  many  hours  we  soon  discovered 
we  both  wore  kites!  You  can  imagine  with 
what  joy  and  happiness  we  clasped  each 
others  hands  and  realized  there  was  a  bond 
of  friendship  to  build  upon.  Miss  Reeve, 
Alpha  Psi  chapter,  is  to  be  here  two  more 


years  and  I  am  returning  to  be  principal  of 
the  school  for  another  year. 

We  are  using  every  opportunity  to  travel 
and  study  the  life  and  customs  around  us. 
This  spring  vacation  we  are  going  to  Pales¬ 
tine  to  be  in  Jerusalem  for  Easter,  then  con¬ 
tinue  into  Transjordan  to  the  "forgotten 
city"  of  Petra.  This  is  a  city  built  sometime 
between  200  B.c.  and  200  A.D.  with  altars, 
sacrifice  places,  tombs,  and  temples  hewn 
into  rose  colored  sandstone  cliffs. 

Petra  has  just  recently  been  made  ac¬ 
cessible  to  visitors  and  even  now  we  must 
secure  permission  from  the  British  govern¬ 
ment  and  take  armed  escorts  for  protection 
against  wandering  brigands. 

We  shall  also  visit  the  seven-storied  Cru¬ 
sader  castle  at  Kerak  and  the  Roman  ruins 
at  Jerash  which  has  lately  been  excavated  by 
Yale  university.  The  outdoor  theater  there 
is  considered  comparable  to  that  at  Pompeii. 
We  hope,  too,  to  see  the  interesting  excava¬ 
tions  which  Chicago  university  is  making  at 
Megiddo,  where  they  are  unearthing  Solo¬ 
mon’s  stables.

possible.  The  university  still  has  the  school

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of  business  administration  and  the  school  of 
journalism.  Dr  William  J.  Kerr,  former 
president  of  State  college,  was  elected  chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  five  institutions  of  higher  learn¬ 
ing  (university,  college,  three  normal 
schools)  ;  and  all  institutions  are  open  for 
business.  The  worst  is  yet  to  come,  however ; 
for  unfortunately  this  letter  must  go  to  press 
before  the  November  elections,  and  we  can 
give  you  no  idea  of  what  will  be  the  popu¬ 
lar  decision  on  the  initiative  bill  proposing 
to  move  the  University  to  Corvallis,  the  law 
school  to  Salem,  the  Oregon  normal  schools 
at  Monmouth,  LaGrande,  and  Ashland  to 
Eugene,  and  establish  junior  colleges  at  La- 
Grande  and  Ashland.  The  mammoth  under¬ 
taking  has  been  denounced  by  newspapers 
all  over  the  state,  and  has  greatly  alarmed 
Eugene  and  the  sites  of  the  normal  schools. 
To  speak  frankly,  we  of  Eugene  think  it 
would  be  ruinous  to  education  and  to  busi¬ 
ness,  and  are  indignant  at  the  prospect  of  los¬ 
ing  our  university;  but  many  other  people 
all  over  the  state  are  inclined  to  agree  with 
us. 

Fraternity  life  has  remained  much  the 
same  through  all  these  changes.  No  one 
knows  what  will  happen  to  fraternities  here 
if  the  university  is  moved  to  Corvallis;  but 
it  has  not  been  moved  yet.
